2. What will help the Dem ocra ts— President 
Eisenhow er plans to go “ sta tes’ rig hts” with a 
veng ea nce —- especia lly w hen it comes to put­ 
ting ea ch state on it.« own in regard to social 
security, old-a g e pensions, public roads, power- 
da ms and other project« which syphoned more 
m oney to the south under 20 yea rs of Democra tic 
rule tha n any other time during history. 


Ike's Confidentia l Tip 
Ike unfurled this plan confidentia lly to a group 
o' Republica n g overnors at the recent Sea ttle 
Governors 
conference.

Restriction of Blood Flo*

Each yea r a considera ble number of people 
for the first time develop sym ptom s of a ng ina 
a nd na tura lly become exceeding ly curious as to 
this disorder and wha t it mea ns to them. 
Pa in in the chest, often running down the 
left arm 
and coming on a fter exercise 
like 
clim bing stairs, a lw a ys raises the suspicion of 
a ng ina pectoris. Som etim es the pain is severe 
and som etim es mild. Unless the pain is a bsent 
w hen resting and a ppea rs only on exertion, a 
different ca use is more likely. 
The corona ry a rteries carry blood to the heart 
muscle. Beca use the heart muscle works so hard, 
it needs a great deal of blood and a ny inter­ 
ference 
with 
the 
a mount 
of 
blood 
passing 
throug h the corona ries bring« trouble. 
In agina pectoris the corona ry a rteries do a l­ 
low some blood to pass throug h to the 
heart 
muscle. However, the pa ssa g ewa ys are na rrowed 
by deposits of fa t-like substa nces or ca lcium. 
Thus, w hen the hea rt ha s to work harder as it 
does when exercising , the a mount of blood going 
throug h the corona ries is not enoug h. 
At such times the effects of insufficient blood 
are shown by' pain in the chest and often a feel­ 
ing of a nxiety, shortness of breath and swea ting . 
As a rule these symptoms clea r up rather ra pidly 
after the exertion is stopped. At rest the heart 
does get enobg h blood. As soon as rest is beg un 
the heart does not ha ve to do so much work and 
the blood which it receives throug h the a rteries 


becom es a mple. 
Angina pectoris is rela ted to corona ry throm ­ 
bosis, thoug h the two are not the sa me. 
In 
a ngina pectors, the intereference wi'h pa ssag e 
of blood to the heart m uscle is not complete: 
in a corona ry thrombosis, a clot forms inside one 
of the corona ry blood vessels and com pletely 
shuts off the pa ssa g e of blood to some part of 
the hea rt. 
S ym p to m s Va ry 
The sym ptom s and severity of angina pectoris 
very a great deal from person to oerson. Som e 
ha ve onlv occa siona l a tta cks of pain and find it 
ea sy to avoid the exertion which will bring on 
symptoms. In others, there seems to be a rnu'h 
sma ller pa ssa g ewa y for the blood 
and 
even 
slight exertion ca uses pain. 
The g loomy future for those who developed 
a ng ina which w a s held in the past is no long er 
justified. With better know ledg e of trea tment, 
m a ny of those who ha ve a ng ina 
live 
a 
great 
m a ny yea rs with only occa siona l attacks. 
If 
someone with a ng ina sta ys within the physica l 
limits of his condition, a l e n g t h y and contented 
life is by no mea ns unusua l.

Think of the Nation's Welfare 


B y B R U C E B I O S S A T 


When this country’s whea t fa rmers recently 
voted on keeping price supports, one rea ction 
was: “ Isn’t it wonderful that in this country 
m en who a re directly a ffected by a policy get 
a cha nce to express their view s on it? ” 
The answ'er is, yes, of course it is. It repre­ 
sents a kind of 
economic 
d e m o c r a c y 
ha rdly 
pra ctictd at all in other countries. In this case, 
an a ttitude w hich previously wa s only im per­ 
fectly g a ug ed is now w ell 
documented. 
The 
fa rmers wa nt supports, and are w illing to pa y 
the pena lty of controls to get them. 
Enthusia sm for this sort of democra tic expres­ 
sion oug ht, however, to be ca refully tempered. 
We wa nt to know wha t the whea t fa rmers and 
the lettuce g rowers and the miners and textile 
workers think about the policies that a ffect them 
most closely. But w e don’t wa nt to encoura g e 
them to think of them selves prima rily in those 
working roles. 
First and foremost, they are America n citi­ 
zens. And as such they are fa thers, consumers, 
potentia l soldiers, 
pa rticipa nts 
in 
com m unity 
living , seekers after sport and recrea tion, as 
well as workers or farmers. 
When they vote, they surely ca nnot be e x ­ 
pected to ig noie the considera tions w hich they 
believe closely a ffect their jobs. But 
t h e y must 
be encoura g d to ba la nce those rela tively na r­ 
row, selfish concerns a g a inst the broader inter­ 
ests of the country at large. 
More tha n that, they must be urg ed to rea lize 
tha t the g rea test self-interest does not neces­ 
sa rily coincide with the hig hest im m edia te cash 
benefits for their pa rticular work. 
In the iong run, for instance, they mig ht gain 
more by m ea sures 
which 
curb 
infla tion 
and 
thus enha nce their position as buyers. Or from 
expenditures for defense which g enuinely im ­ 
press the Russia ns and thus reduce the threa t 
of war. What does it mea n to ha ve voted right 
as a whea t fa rmer if you find your son toting 
a gun in Europea n or Asia tic combat? 
The 
specia l 
referendum on an economic or 
other issue can be a fine and necessa ry thing . 
Rut the individua l w ho ma rches in to vote on 
such a ma tter oug ht not to forget he is voting 
just a part of himself. He oug ht to remember 
his other interests. And he oug ht to remem ber 
his country.
